Suffrage Bill Now in Senate 


Harrisburg, 
February 
16—The 


resolution providing fo.r a suffrage 
amendment to the State Constitution 
has been referred to the Judiciary 
Committee 111 the Senate and will 
probably be reported out at the next 
meeting of that committee 
Owing 


to the ten day vacation which the 
Legislature has declared in honor of 
"Washington's Birthday, it is likely 
that the final vote on the bill will 
not be taken until early in March. 
But meanwhile, the suffragists are 
not worrjmg—despite the eleventh 
nour fight that was made against 
their bill in the House. 
The lobby- 


ists for the interests that oppose the 
measure have already canvassed the 
Senate and found little cause for en- 
couragement there. The Republican 
party, which is in power, has let it 
be distinctly understood that the 
party pledge on suffrage shall be 
kept and the whole question put up 
to a referendum vote of the people 
at the polls this Fall.
